Constantinople occurred between noon 


and sundown yesterday (Thursday). 
The news first became known today 
through official statements from the 
British admiralty. 

The British battleships Irresistible 
and Ocean and the French battleship 
Bouvet were the victims. 

‘The admiralty reports the disaster 
was due to floating mines, Other re- 
ports credit it to Turkish bombardment 
from shore. 

MOST OF FRENCH CREW LOST. 

The crews of the two British ships— 
approximately 1,500 men—are reported 
to have been taken off in safety, being 
transferred to other craft under a hot 
fire from the Turkish forts. 

The crew of the Bouvet, however, 
were not 80 fortune. An internal 
explosion added to the horror of the 
external blast and the huge vessel 
sauk in three minutes, carrying down 
with it almost all of its crew of ap- 
proximately 650 men. 

The waters in which the ships were 
lost had been swept of mines but, ac- 
cording to the admiralty, the Turks 
and Germans set floating containers 
adrift and these were carried down the 
current on to the allied ships gathered 
inside of the straits. 

SHIPS OF OLDER TYPE. 

All of the ships sunk were of the older 
type, the Bouvet having been completed 
in 1898 and the Ocean and Irresistible in 
1901 and 1902. | 

They were ap important factor, how- 
ever, for the work in which they were 
engaged in the Dardanelles. 

The sunken British ships are being re- 
placed by the battleships Queen and Im- 
placable, vessels of a similartype. They 
started some time ago for near eastern 
waters, in anticipation of just such 
losses as have now occurred. 


TWO OTHER SHIPS DAMAGED. 

Two other ships engaged in the fight- 
ing, the British battle cruiser Inflexible 
and the French battleship Gaulois, were

BRITISH OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The British admiralty report cover- 
ing tue loss of the three battleships and 
telling of the Dardanelles” operations 
follows: 

“ Mine sweeping having been in oe 
ress during the last ten days inside the 
straits, a general attack was delivered 
by the British and French fleets yester-— 
day morning upon the fortresses at the 
Narrows. 

At 10:45 a. m. the Queen Elizabeth, 
Inflexible, Agamemnon, and Lerd Nel- 
son bombarded forts J, L, T, U, and V, 
while the Triumph and Prince George 
fired at batteries F, E, and H. A heavy 
fire was opened on the ships from how- 
itzers and field guns. 

FRENCH SHIPS ADVANCE. 

“ At 12:22 o'clock the French equad- 
ron, consisting of the Suffren, Gaulois, 
Charlenmgne, aud Bouvet, advanced up 
the Dardanelles and engaged the forts at 
closer range. Forts J, U, F. and E 
replied strongly. Their fire was silenced — 
by the ten battleships inside the straits, 
all the ships being hit several times 
during this part of the action. 

“By 1:25 p. m. all the forts had 
ceased firing. The Vengeance, Irre 
sistible, Albion, Ocean, Swiftsure, and 
Majestic then advanced to relieve the 
six old battleships inside the straita 


BOUVET IS BLOWN UP. 

“ As the French squadron, which had 
engaged the forts in a most brilliant 
fashion, was passing out, the Bouvet waa — 
blown up by a drifting mine. Iteank in 
thirty-six fathoms, north of Etenkeuf 
village, in less than three minutes. | 

At 2:36 p. m. the relief battleships 
renewed the attack on the forts, which 
again opened fire. The attack op the 
forts was maintained while the opera- 
tions of the mine sweepers continued. 


IRRESISTIBLE GOES DOWN.” 

At 4:00 p. m. the Irresistible quit- 
ted the line, listing heavily, and at 
5:50 o'clock sank, probably having 
struck a drifting mine. 

“At 6:05 o'clock the Ocean, also — 
having struck a mine, sank. Both 
vessels are in deep water, practically. 
the whole of their crews having been 
removed safely under a hot fire. 

“The Gaulois was damaged by gun- 
fire. The Inflexible hed its forward 
control position hit by a heavy shell 
and requires repairs. 

DAMAGE TO FORTS UNENOWN. 

“The bombardment of the forts and 
the mine sweeping operations terminat- 
ed when darkness: fell. 

“The damage to the forts acoom- 
plished by the prolonged direct fire of 
the powerful forces employed cannot 
yet be estimated and a further report

The damage done to the Turkish forts 
by the heavy bombardment has not yet 
been ascertained. It ig stated that the 
operations against them are continuing. 

The forts attacked were those on 
either side of Kephez bay and on Kephez 
point, outside the narrows, and those on 
‘Kilid Bahr and Chanak, in the narrows. 


FORTS FINALLY SILENCED. 

The Kephez forts replied strongly 
when the battleships advanced, firing, up 
the Dardanelles, and all the ships were 
hit. It is asserted that these forts finally 
were silenced, and a bombardment of 
those in the narrows was under way 
when the three battleshipe struck the 
mines. 

The blowing up of the ships did not 
cause a cessation of the fighting, which 
continued until darkness intervened. It 
is understood that the engagement was 
resumed today. 


STORY OF THE BATTLE. 

A description of yesterday's fighting 
is contained in a dispatch from the 
Athens correspondent of the Havas 
ewe agency, relayed from Paris here. 

“The allied fleet,” the writer says, 

“entered tae straits of the Dardanelles 
at 8 o'clock this morning. 

“The British battleship Queen Eliz- 
abeth was leading. It was followed in 
order by the Ocean, Inflexible, Agamem- 
non, and Lord Nelson, and then by the 
French warships Gaulois, Suffren, Bou- 
vet, and Charlemagne. The weather 
conditions were excellent. The reports 
of cannon could be heard from the Gulf 
of Saros bombarding indirectly Kilid 
Bahr. . 

LONG LINE OF WARSHIPS. 

“The warships stationed at the en- 
trance of the straits bombarded Dar- 
danus and Kilid Bahr. The line ex- 
tended from Kum Kale, on. the 
Asiatic side at the entrance to the 
Straits of Kalantina. The line ad- 
yanced as far as Cavofonia, where a 
powder arsenal situated below the 
town of Dardanelles was blown up. 

Forts Tchimenlik, Kilid Bahr, and 
» Yildiz Tabia replied with a heavy fire, 
shells falling on all sides of the war- 
ships and some even on the ships 
themselves. 


BRITISH TARS WOUNDED. 

“A shell exploded on the British bat- 
tle cruiser Inflexible, woundiog several 
men, who were immediately transported 
to the hospital ship. 

“At 6 o'clock in the evening the 
action had concluded, but was partly 
resumed during the nicht.

As goon as the news of the acci- 
dent to the Bouvet was received the 
minister of marine sent a dispatch to the 
battleship Henri IV., which was on the 
Syrian coast, to replace the Bouvet. In- 
formation as to the fate of the crew of 
the Bouvet has not yet been received. A 
certain communication permits the state- 
ment that part of the crew, the exact 
number unknown, has been saved.” 


German Report on Battle. 

BERLIN, March 19.—[By wireless to 
Bayville, L. I.I—The Overseas News 
Agency today gave out the following 
items regarding the operations in the 
Dardanelles: 

Turkish headquarters reports that an 
enemy destroyer has been sunk in the 
Dardanelles and that one British battle- 
ship has been disabled and another dary- 
aged. 

The Mills Agency of Constantinople re- 
ports that two British battleships of the 
types of the Irresistible and Africa, Which 
already had been damaged. were sunk last 
night by the fire of the Turkish batteries. 

“A Turkish aviator has ascertained 
that one battleship of the Cornwallis type 
has been towed by several ships to the 
Island of Tenedos.” 


Official View of Operations. 

The German official communication 
covering the Dardanelles operations says: 

A equadron of six British and four 
French battleships at 7:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning attacked three fortresses 
of the Dardanelles. 

At the same time another squadron 
of the allied fleets commenced operations 
against three fortresses in Saros bay. 

After a fierce artillery duel the hostile 
ships withdrew at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, but part of the squadron continued 
ite fire until 5 o’clock at long range and 
at great intervals. The French battle- 
ship Bouvet struck a mine at 2:30 o'clock 
in the vicinity of the entrance to the 
straits and sank in three minutes. 

A British torpedo boat was sunk by 
the fire from the forts.

Now 
I want to tell you how it al? seemed to 
me, and how my views have changed 
#ince I first crossed the German boun- 
daries at Singen on Jan. 26. 

If you ever see the English or French 
papers you will realize what I believed 
before I went to Germany. I expected 
to see nothing but old men of 60—and 
perhaps even some of them had gone to 
the front, hopeless cripples, boys of 14 
or under, and women. That was my 
mental picture of Germany ae culled from 
ten or twelve morning papers. 

I am not overcredulous, nor do I wil- 
lingly credit anything that comes out 
of England, except through the large 
end of the spy glass. But I thought 
that the streets would be filled with beg- 
gars, whining for bread, with more pros- 
perous men and women who felt momen- 
tarily secure in the possession of a lit- 
tle secret hidden grain. I expected to 
@ee prices doubled. 


Rumor Cause of Trip. 

As a little secret, I'll tell you juet why 
I went to Germany. It had come back to 
Paris semi-officially that there was trou- 
ble brewing in Bavaria and that the land- 
turm was angry at being called out in 
wuch great numbers and had quietly 
stacked arms against a barn door and 
gone home again. So the eye that wasn't 
busy noting pinched faces was to be kept 
occupied lodking for signs of anarchy, 
rebellion, and revolution. 

At the risk of repeating a hackneyed 
statement, I want to say clearly that 
every manand woman in Germany is de- 
votedly, sincerely loyal to German inter- 
ests and to the crown. I have never been 
in a place in which unity go nearly spoke 
aloud, where you could so distinctly feel, 
almost see, such abstract qualities as 
courage, detemination, faith, loyalty, one- 
ness of mind and spirit. 

They believe that they are right, and 
this gives an added sincerity to a war 

which, it seems, they would loyally sup- 


wrong. 2 
Different in Austria. 

This spirit is not duplicated in Austria. 
Firstly the people are a mongrel! race, so 
mixed, so intermarried; and yet so defin- 
itely separate, so inimical that there can 
be no unity there. | 

Vienna's atmosphere seems best ex- 
pressed in the erstwhile American slang 
phrase: “I should worry.“ They go on 
being gay there, though really they are 
pessimistic of the result for Austria. But 
they care too little for their land to stop 
their amusements. ; 

In Vienna they say: It my husbetrd, 


my son, were only safely back, I wouldn't} 


care whet. happened to Austria.“ l 

In Berlin, though, they say: “ My 17 
year old son, a volunteer, fell at Longwy, 
and my husband died of wounds at Koln, 
but [with a faint, appealing smile]. it is 
for the sake of our country.“ 


Wounded Crowd Cafes. 
In Vienna, of course, one sees much 
more real war than in any city in Ger- 
many. It is there all the wounded come. 
The only decent hospitals in Austria are 
there, and the accommodations in am- 
bulances are so poor that trailers full 
of wounded are hitched on all the street 
The cafés seem overflowing with poor 
devils in enormous bandages or cripples 
hobbling about on crutches. At the sta- 
tions you see thousands of autos com- 
ing back from the front to the repair 
shops, and a hard job it is to repair them, 
too, with the shortage of rubber. 
None of this appears in the German 
city. The wounded are kept out of sight 
until they are almost well. Officers in 


| change the watch and do the goose step 
as of yore. Custom, habit, routine keep 
Germany almost unchanged. 

The thing which I felt most markedly. 
the thing which I speak of most frequent- 
ly now that I am back, is the enormous 
number of men on the streets—the well 
of fighting material which bas not even 
been tapped yet. Germany exhausted! 
Why, it can say with perfect confidence, 
large as have been its losses, disappoint- 
ing as have been its defeats, careful as 
has been its conservation. I haven't 
begun yet.“ 

With a small exception of a portion o 
East Prussia and a piece of Alsace, the 
war has been entirely waged on alien ter- 
ritory. Is it any wonder that, almost to 
Warsaw, not many miles north of Paris, 
and with several army corps now attack- 
ing the Serbs, the Germans say with 
amazement: 

“Do you really mean to tell us that the

Know What Is Happening. 
The Germans know what is going on 
outside and they like to talk about it.

Their attitude toward the different na- 
tions deserves a paragraph or two. Eng- 
land they hate—that’s simple enough; 
these three words unadorned represent 
the unified feeling of I forget how many 
milion people. This hate has been well 
cpitivated, too, by the government. 

There was a movie in Frankforé 
showing the soldiers on Christmas day. 
It had been obviously posed about seven 
miles outside of Berlin, but was accepted 
as actual. The English and German sol- 
diers moved freely between the trenches, 
exchanged gifts, etc., and finally, after 
they have all gone down into their 
trenches again, a German soldier stands 
up and lifts his glass to the English, calls 
out Tour health.“ and falls back dead 
with an English bullet in his heart. 

A little thing, that film, but, shown in 
several thousand playhouses imGermany, 
it can do much to augment the ever in- 
weasing hatred. ; 


' Kindly Toward French. 

Toward the French there is a pity anda 
real tenderness which I should never have 
believed if I had not seen it myself, It 
makes the French simply furious to have 
me tell them this; it hurts their pride 80, 
for they have cultivated a healthy hatred 
of all things Prussian ever since 1870, and 
this friendliness seems to them to smack 
of condescension. 

The Germans feel that France never 
was and never will be a warlike nation, 
though one of the biggest surprises of the 
war to them has been the remarkabie 
military qualities of the French. They 
consider that France has fallen neatly 
into England's little scheme and is sac- 
rificing itself for England's commercial- 
ism. 

“They will not believe us when we tell 
them that e like them We always ha ve, 
and admired them, much as a man ad- 


We 
don't want to be fighting them, and when 
we take them prisoners we always share 
everything we have with them.

RELIGION IN POLITICS. 

Reports persist that the candidates’ church affilia- 
tions and alleged religious or sectarian bias have 
been introduced into the present mayoralty cam- 
paign and are being used to affect voting. There 
is too much reason to fear these reports present a 
phase of the contest. If so, it should be recognized 
and aggressively opposed by every intelligent citizen. 

Nothing worse could happen to this city than the 
injection of sectarian partisanship into our politics. 
That church affiliations may here and there incline 
individual voters to favor one candidate or another 
is perhaps inevitable, although any tendency, how- 
ever slight in that direction, is deplorable, But 
when a candidate’s religious faith becomes an im- 
portant factor in a contest for conspicuous office 
we have a state of affairs inconsistent with Ameri- 
can ideals or principles and dangerously 
ing politically and socially. :

It is contended in Berlin that it is a silver- 
ware expedition.

We do not 
know what they think of it on the Ballplatz or in 
Downing street or on the Ummplats. We recall 
merely the other invasion by Russ hordes into the 
sacred precincts of East Prussia, which is the nerve 
center of Prussian junkerdom. A hostile foot set 
upon East Prussia causes the German empire to 
have a severe headache. Thus far Hindenburg has 
been the efficient aspirin.

WHOOPING COUGH. 

N most large cities whooping cough 
ile a more important disease than t. 
phoid fever. The average death rate 
registered from whooping cough in 

a large group of American cities, as 
reported in the Canadian Public Health 
Journal, is 7.5 per 100,000 population. The 
Chicago death rate from typhoid fever 
last year was 6.4, and several American 
cities had even a lower rate. 

In addition to the deaths registered as 
due to whooping cough there were many 
deaths from whooping cough reported as 
due to other diseases. It has been es- 
timated that only one case out of sixty- 
three of whooping cough is reported at 
the health departments. When «a death 
occurs in a nonreported case, the dispo- 
sition to report the disease as pneumonia 
or something other than whooping cough

Just one-half the deaths from whoop- 
ing cough are in babies under 1 year 
of age, and much more then half of these 
are in children between 9 and 12 months 
of age, One-third of all the deaths are 
in the second year. Ninety-nine per cent 
are in children under 5 years of age. 
The plain teaching is that mothers who 
r to @ good deal of trouble to keep their 
children under 5 years of age away from 
whooping cough insure thetr lives against 
this disease, The danger in persons over 
5 years of age is slight. Therefore, the 
proper basis for the administrative con- 
trol of whooping cough le one in which 
the children under 5 are warned away 
from the child with whooping cough. 
Since whooping cough is most catch- 
ing before the stage of whooping, a wise 
mother will go to a good deal of trou- 
ble to keep her young children away from 
all children who cough regardless of 
whether they whoop. 5

Whooping cough is due to a delicate 
bacillus. <A few minutes of sunshine cr 
a brief period of drying will kill it. It 
is not spread by air. When the child 
first begins to cough, the bacillus is ac- 
tive and easily spread. Fortunately, at 
this time the child has a little fever, and 
children who cough and have a temper- 
ature over 100 should be kept in bed. 
After some days of coughing the whoop 
begins to manifest itself. 
Some authorities say the disease is not 
contagious after that time. The rather 
general practice now isto tag the whooper 
on the sleeve with a large lettered sign, 
reading I have whooping cough. Keep

By making use of a culture of whoop- 
ing cough bacilli, a vaccine for whoop- 
ing cough has been discovered. The en- 
dence is good that this vaccine will pre 
vent the disease. 

A superintendent of a children’s hose- 
pital, asylum, or home is justified in hav- 
ing the children under his charge vacci- 
nated against whooping cough whenever 
the disease threatens his charges. 

The evidence as to whether this vac- 
cine cures cases of whooping cough Is 
conflicting. The vaccine treatment is as 
good a cure as we have, though that 's 
not much of an indorsement.

ING GEORGE’S order to the effect 
that his newly formed regiment 
K of Welsh guards shall have as 
their regimental badge the leek, 
which, as every one knows, is a 
species of the onion tribe, ser ves to recall 
the fact that this homely vegetable has 
for fourteen centuries or more been the 
national emblem of Wales and especially 
the symbol of the fighting velor of the 
Welsh. 

From now on it will be embroidered in 
gold and in silver on the collars of the 
uniforms of the officers and men of the 
corps. will be embossed on the metal 
badiges of their caps and helmets, and 
will adorn the regimental porcelain, 
glass, and plate. 

Moreover, on March 1, the day sacred 
to St. David, who is the patron saint of 
Wales, the officers and men of the regi- 
ment will wear leeks in their caps on 
parade, just in the same way as the Irish 
guards adorn their headgear with sprigs 
of shamrock on St. Patrick's day. 

There are two sovereigns who have had 
the courage to wear thie somewhat 
odoriferous herb at court on state occa- 
sions. One was King George II., when 
he happened to hold a levee at St. James’ 
palace on St. David's day, and the other 
one was Queen Alexandra on the occa- 
sion of her presiding, as Princess of 
Wales, at a drawing room at Buckingham 
palace on a St. David's day during the 
reign of Queen Victoria. 


—o- 
Although the Welsh are inclined to 
ascribe the adoption of the leek as their 
national emblem to St. David, there is 
every reason to believe that its use in 
this connection antedates that holy man 
by more than a thousand years. 
It is alleged that St. David, who lived on 


| goat's milk, bread, and leeks, and who 


cultivated the leek for his table, directed 
om a memorable occasion his fellow 
Welshmen to wear leeks in their caps in 
order to distinguish them from the enemy 
in a great battle which resulted in their 
infliction of a crushing defeat upon the 
Saxon invaders some 1,400 years ago. 

Shakepeare in his “Henry V.,“ act 
W., scene 7, makes a certain Fluellen 
inform the monarch how Edward, the 
Black Prince, ‘‘ fought a most brave bat- 
tle in France ’'—namely: at Crecy, where 
“the Welshmen did good service wearing 
leeks in their Monmouth caps.“ 

Already in Druldical times the leek was 
a religious symbol, sacred to Cendven, 
the ancient British and Cambrian Ceres; 
and to go still further back, the leek was 
honored in the days of the Egyptian 
Pharaohs as a symbol of virture and ap- 
pears in the mural decorations of the 
most ancient monuments that still re- 
main on the banks of the Nile. 

As for St. David, he was canonized 
under the pontificate of Pope Calixtus in 
1120 and is eald to have been buried at 
Glastonbury abbey, now in ruine. 

According to some, he was an uncle of 
the King Arthur of the Round Table, and 
plays just as great a role in the national 
legendary lore of Wales as St. Patrick 
does in that of Ireland. 

~~ 

King George has also decreed thet the 
motto of his Welsh guards shall be 
“Cymru am Byth" (Wales forever). 
Perhaps it would have more ap- 
propriate, in view of the presence of the 
leek as a regimental badge, to adopt the 
motto of “L’oignon fait la force” 
(omon makes strength), which is a slight 
variation of the Belgian national motto, 
“L'unton faft fa force.” 

King George has further ordered that 


the red dragon of Wales shall be em-

blazoned on the regimental colors. The 
dragon was used as a heraldic device by 
many of the Cymric princes and by the 
kings of Wessex. 

It was borne by King Arthur of the 
Round Table on his shield, and may be 
said to have emerged out of the mist of 
myth and legend as the ensign of Cad- 
waladyr, last of British princes and first 
King of Wales. 

— 

Later Henry VII. of Engiand, first of 
the Tudors, assumed the dragon as his 
heraldic emblem in token of his descent 
from Cadwaladyr, and after the battle of 
Bosworth field he offered in state to St. 
Paul's cathedral a standard showing the 
re@ dragon, dreadful, upon green and 
white sarsenet,” the green and white, the 
colors of the leek, being the national 
colors of Walesa 

Throughout the time of the Tudors the 
dragon was used in company with the 
lion as one of the supports of the royal 
arms, and it was only on the union of 
England and Scotland, under the reign 
of James I., that the Scotch unicorn was 
substituted for the dragon of Wales. The 
dragon has always, however, remained 
the special heraldic device of the prin- 
cipality of Wales. 

In the same way that the first com- 
pany of the Grenadier guards is denomi- 
nated “the king’s company,” so is the 
leading company of the Welsh regiment 
to be known ase the Prince of Wales’ 
company.” I understand that the heir 
apparent is to be appointed to the cap- 
taincy thereof. 


> ‘ 

The so-called household brigade con- 
sists now of five regiments of infantry— 
namely: the Grenadier guards, the Cold- 
stream guards, the Scots guards, the 
Irish guards, and the Welsh guards—and 
although they are now at the front in 
France, in times of peace they constitute 
the special guard of the various royal 
palaces in London and at Windsor and 
also of the Bank of England. 

The officers of all of this brigade are 
looked upon as members of the royal 
household. and on this account they have 
to obtain the consent not only of their 
regimental commanders but also of the 
sovereign in order to marry. 

If they wed any woman to whom the 
royal family entertains for one reason 
or another an objection, they are either 
transferred to some other corps or else 
required to resign their commission in 
the army. 

King Edward was particularly strict 
about enforcing this rule in all cases In 
which officers of the guards had married 
footlight favorites. 

— 

Count Sergius Witte, despite the un- 
rivaled opportunities which he enjoyed, 
firet as minister of finance and after- 
wards as prime minister of Russia, has 
died a relatively poor man. 

Last year he was so heavily in debt that 
Emperor Nicholas, learning of his em- 
barrassment, made him a grant from his 
privy purse of $204,000. He did dot do 
this because he entertained any liking for 
Count Witte, who was, on the contrary, 
most distasteful to him, but merely by 
way of ehowing his appreciation of the 
fact that the count had rendered great 
services to the nation and hac been of the 
most scrupulous honesty. 

It was, indeed, hie honeety that caused 
the czar on the outbreak of the war last 
summer to summon Count Witte to 
Petrograd from France and to appoint 
him chalffman of an imperial commiseion 
to determine the manner In which the 
present war was to be *

ON AQUATIC AWARD 


Pacific Body Rebels Against 
~ Transfer of Events to 
Pittsburgh 


San Francisco, Cal., March 19.—The Fa- 
cific association of the Amateur Atbletic 
union rebelled against the senior gov- 
erning body at a meeting last night at 
which more than forty member associé- 
tions and clubs were represented. The 
action was taken because the naticnal 
swimming and the national water polo 
championships awarded to San Fran- 
cisco by the superior body two years 2 go 
and ratified last year were recently 
transferred to Pittsburgh. 

A formal protest, refusing to agree to 
this change, was telegraphed to the Ama- 
teur Athletic unidn headquarters today. 
Every allied organiaztion west of Chi- 
cago was urged by telegraph to join in 
the. protest. : 


Hold con vention in July. 

A convention of all the ajlied clubs and 
associations was called to meet in San 
Francisco in July. It is expected hat 
twenty states will be represented. 

A proposal to divide the present juris- 
diction of the Amateur Athletic union 
into four self-governing bodies, to be 
termed the Northern, Southern, Atlen 
tic, ahd Pacific associations, will be pee- 
sented to that convention by the Pacise 
association. 


Nubien Answers Protest. 

New York, March 19.—In reference to 
the awarding of the national indoor swim- 
ming championships to eastern clubs this 
vear, Chairman F. W. Rubien of the 
national championship committee of the 
Amateur Athletie association said today: 

It was clearly understood that only 
‘the outdoor championships were to be 
decided at San Francisco this year, and 
in addition there would be indoor exhi- 
bitions. The national indoor champior- 
ships have been divided between eastern 
clubs as usual. a 
The rules distinctly say that not more 
tnan one of the free style swimming 
championships may be held on any one 
cay. As only. five daye have been ai- 
otted for swimming events at the exhi- 
“bition all of the championships could not 
be decided within that time.

State’s Attorney Believes 
Disappearance Was En- 
tirely Voluntary. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne is now con- 
vinced nothing serious has befallen Al- 
bert A. Vasey, who disappeared at the 
time he was scheduled to go to court as 
complaining witness against Peter Kane 
on a highway robbery charge. Mr. 
Hoyne hopes to have the missing wit- 
ness in custody by noon today, or know 
exactly how to lay hands on him. 

The state has-information that Vasey 
had arranged to move to 421 Portage ave- 
nue, Winnipeg, Canada, buying trans- 
portation with $115 paid to him by Miss 
Anna Curry, Kane's sweetheart. Vasey, 
it is said, gave his safety razor and a 
few other personal belongings to his 
roommate, George C. Lowe, preparatory 
to the trip. 


No Immunity Given. 

Kane was questioned by Edward J. 
Fleming, Mr. Hoyne’s secretary, but the 
ganster, who boasts of being “a tough 
guy.“ ridiculed all efforts to extract any 
information from him. His pal, Michael 
O'Malley, who ianded in jail three days 
after Kane, on a similar charge, offered 
to “tell” if Mr. Hoyne would give him 
his freedom, but the proposition was 
turned down, because Mr. Hoyne believed 
O'Malley was only “ stalling.”
